N NOT A GUARANTY. 

| The National Building Trades 
Council, some time ago, proposed the 
placing of a label upon all buildings 
erécted by union labor: Among the 
reasons given for this propared action 
wis the statement that tha union la- 
bel on a building will be a imonial 
that the men who erected the buflding 
aré thorough mechanics, earning fair 
Wages, and thus enabled to benefit the 
community as consumers; also that 
“i¢ would be the best guaranty that 
thé bufiding is safe, substantial, and 
in ia sanitary condition.” 

‘There claims are without substantial 
foundation. In fact, they, are fla- 
grantly untrue. Union labor is not a 
guaranty of excellence in the building 
trades—nor in“ any other occupation, 
Tt might be such a guaranty if unions 
were conducted as they ought to be 
conducted. ut as matters stand, un- 
om la bor is more often a guaranty of

Rave given to the world some of its

gineering Review observes with truth 
that “a great many men in the build- 
ing-trades union are not thorough me- 
chanics, nor would the union label give 
assurance that the work was done in a 
safe, substantial or sanitary manner, 
and “it is ridiculous for organized la- 
bor thus to attempt td disguise its real 
purpose behind the shallow pretext of 
erecting and defending economic and 
ethical standards of which it knows 
little and cares jess.” All this is ob- 
vious to those who are correctly in- 
formed. The claims of organized labor 
te superior standards or quality of 
workmanship are ridiculous and ut- 
terly untenable. The reasons are not 
far to seek. 


Labor unions offer no inducement to 
their members to attain to superiority 
of workmanship. They set no stand- 
ards of excellence. They furnish no 
incentive for the individual workman 
to excel in his calling. They afford no 
ideals of attainment. On the contrary, 
their tendency is distinctly toward the 
discouragement of whatever aspira- 
tions the individual workman may 
have in the direction of superior skill 
and efficiency. They handicap the 
superior workman by restricting him 
to the capacity of the inferior and tae 
least efficient. They place all work- 
men upon the same plane—the plane 
of mediocrity—and they demand that 
all shall receive equal pay, which 18 
usually the pay to which the more 
skillful and efficient men would be 
justly entitied. The better workmen 
among them are not required, nor even 
permitted, to do their best. The stand- 
ards which they set are those of the 
incompetent rather than of the com- 
petent, 

How can high-class workmanship be 
produced under such a system? How 
can the work turned out under such 
conditions be. a guaranty of anything 
save slovenliners and mediocrity? 

It is coming to pass, because of 
these wrong methods of unionism, that 
the high-class workman cannot ar- 
ford, in justice to himself, to belong 
to a union; for to submit to the dic- 
tatorial and unjust exactions of the 
union is to forego his highest achieve- 
ment, to barter his birthright, and to 
align himself hopelessly and forever 
with the ranks of mediocrity. Thus it 
is that the more skillful and efficient 
workmen, in increasing numders, are 
found outside of the unions. They 
frommand, and are worth, higher wages 
than are paid to unionists. 

This discriminating process is ‘likely 
to go on 80 long as the unions adhere 
to their present shortsighted and un- 
just policies. The ultimate outcome 
will necessarily be the decadence of 
unionism and the further lowering of 
even its present low standards, unt 
the union label will come to be recog- 
nized everywhere as the unfailing tes- 
timonlal of inferior workmanship, in- 
ferior citizenship, and infertoy man-

One man 
stated that there was a large room in 
the cave, in Which the Cathedral of 
the City Mexico could be placed

chamber is so high that a rocket. 
which was sent up several hundred 
feet, failed to reach the top of its 
dome. There ure immense stalagmite 
roses of limestone crystals which are 
about twenty feet across and immense 
formations resembling colossal palm 
trees more than a hundred feet tan 
are also found.—[{Mexican Herald.

SANTA ANA, May 15.—-The South- 
ern Pacific tracks and right of way 
from Santa Ana to Huntington Beach 
via Newport Beach, according to good 
authority, are to pass into the control 
of the Pacific Electric Rallway Com- 
pany by lease or pufchase for use on 
the proposed Santa Ana-Long Beach 
dine. The Southern Pacific line from 
Santa Ana now extends to Newport 
Beach. Huntington Beach and Smeit- 
ger station, caring for the passenger 
traffic of the beach towns and the big 
freighting business of the celery dis- 
trict. The argument is advanced that 
upon the advent of the electric road 
practically all the pasberger traffic will 
be diverted from the steam line, and 
accordingly arrangements have been 
consummated for tufning over the 
system from Santa Ana to Huntington 
Beach to the electric! company. The 
Southern Pacific will stin carry the big 
vegetable freight business by continu- 
ing its line from Benedict on through 
Westminster to Smeitzer, thus main- 
taining the road from Huntington 
Beach north through the best of the 
Ppeatiand district, so that the products 
of that section will in future be shipped 
Jtstead of Santa 
Ana, as at prese t. The Southern Pa- 
cific has already promised, so it is an- 
nounced, to build the mtervening miles 
from Smeltzer to Benedict as soon as 
a right of way is secered.
